Rivers Says He Will Call 
Extra Session If Agree- 
ment Can Be Reached. 


New sales tax proposal, 
brought forward by adminis- 
tration leaders in a last-minute 
effort to finance the program 
of Governor Rivers, was in- 
troduced in the house yester- 
day and immediately encoun- 
tered resistance from sales tax 
opponents. 

The opposition made three 
attempts to adjourn the house, 
a move to print the new proposal 
before consideration and _ three 
efforts to halt reading of the bill 
because the house previously had 
rejected a sales levy. Their ef- 
forts were without avail for the 
moment and the clerk resumed 
reading the bill, intended as a 


stop-gap measure. 
The proposal, for a 2 per cent 


sales levy, was offered as a sub-| 


stitute for an amendment to the 
eonseel tax act and was signed 
of Atkinson, and 
others. 

The renewed fight for enact- 
ment of a sales tax followed an- 
nouncement by Rivers that he 
would call the legislature into 
special session if a majority of 
the lawmakers would indicate a 
willingness to finance his program. 
The regular session expires at 
midnight Saturday. 

Numerous Interruptions. 

With the numerous interrup- 
tions by sales tax opponents read- 


ling of the bill required two hours. 


When it was concluded the house 
adjourned, postponing action on 
the bill until today, the deadline 
for house passage, if it is to be 
enacted at this session. 

Challenged on the right of the 
house to consider any more sales 
tax proposals this session, Speaker 
Harris ruled the bill substituted 
could be considered and acted 
upon. An appeal was taken, but 
his ruling was sustained, 132 to 30. 

“What's the difference between 
a sales tax and a sales tax, Mr. 
Speaker?” shouted H. B. Edwards, 
of Lowndes county, among leaders 
opposing consideration. 

Carmichael, of Cobb; Evans, of 
McDuffie: Guyton, of Effingham, 
and others, cited house rules in 
asserting the bill could not be 
acted upon. 

Food Exemptions. 

On the clerk’s desk at adjourn- 
ment were two amendments, to 
exempt all food, whether in the 
natural or processed state, and 
livestock sales. 

Besides the sales tax proposal, 
another bill was offered in sub- 
stitute of the original measure— 
a bill by Clements, of Wheeler, to 
add a:-oventh cent to the state tax 
on gasoline. 

The move was an asserted ef- 
fort to raise funds for current 
school teacher pay rolls and to fi-

Oldest Chartered Woman’s College in the World Saved to 


Methodism; $300,000 of Needed $600,000 Reported 
Pledged at Macon Meeting. -

Historic Wesleyan College, oldest chartered woman’s college in the 
world, was saved to Methodism when leaders of the church exercised 
an option to repurchase institutional properties, lost in a foreclosure 


sale last March, at a meeting yes- 
terday at Macon. 

As an evidence of good faith 
the Wesleyan Corporation, an or- 
ganization of four trustees of the 
college, paid $50,000 to the bond- 
holders’ committee to seal the 
proposal, and indicated that the 
rest would be forthcoming with 
the completion of the campaign 
for $600,000, half of which was 
reported subscribed at the meet- 
ing yesterday. 

Satisfaction was expressed by 
more than 50 church officials at 
the conference, and plans were 
discussed for continuing the can- 
vass for funds. 

Bishop W. N. Ainsworth an- 
nounced from Macon last night 
that every effort would be made 
to bring the campaign to a rapid 
and successful conclusion. 

“We are going to continue the 
campaign, confident in the knowl- 
edge that our efforts will meet 
with every success,” he declared. 
“Reports submitted at the meet- 
ing today indicated that approx- 
imately $300,000 of the total re- 
quired already has been pledged.”’ 

The money pledged will be ap- 
plied to the debt as soo:: as re- 
ceived.

Specific Form Is Not Di- 
vulged as Harrington 
Testifies on Needs for 
Extra Appropriation. 


‘ROTATION’ SYSTEM

Method Would Replace 
Those on Rolls a Long 
Time With New Workers 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—-(A) 
Compromise talk was heard faint- 
ly in the house today in connection 
with the quarrel between mem- 
bers of congress and President 
Roosevelt over the latter’s desire 
for an immdiate supplemental ap- 
propriation of $150,000,000 for 
work relief. 


It came, to the surprise of some, 
from highly placed Republicans, 
who predicted that such a solution 
would eventually become neces- 
sary, but advanced no specific 
proposals as to the form it might 
take. 

Harrington Testifies. 

Meanwhile, Colonel F. C. Har- 
rington, the relief administrator, 
appeared before the house sub- 
commitee studying the relief prob- 
lem and presented arguments to 
back up the President’s request 
for more money. He produced fig- 
ures to show just how the relief 
rolls would bé cut in. each state 
unless the additional.appropria- 
tion were granted. 

Harrington was asked many 
questions, principally by Demo- 
cratic members—most of the Re- 
publicans are leaving the opposi- 
tion for the present to Democrats 
of the economy bloc. 

One of the queries produged a 
suggestion which obviously had 
possibilities of affording a com- 
promise basis later. It was that 
work relief be “staggered,” that is 
that needy persons be given em- 
ployment for two or three weeks 
out of each month instead of for 
the full period. 

Rotation System. 

A committee member said that 
Harrington “frowned thé sugges- 
tion down,” and asserted that if 
any staggering were to be done 
he would prefer a “rotation sys- 
tem,” under which workers who 
have been on the rolls for long 
periods would be laid off and 
their jobs given for a time to peo- 
ple who have been certified as in 
need of relief, but for whom no 
place on the rolls has been found. 

The day also brought what some

PLAN EXEMPTIONS 
IN WAGE-HOUR LAW 


Amendment Discussed To 
Exempt ‘White Collar’ 
Workers. . 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—(7)|{ 


“White collar’ workers above a 
specified salary level would be ex- 
empt from the federal labor stand- 
ards law under an amendment dis- 
cussed with the house labor com- 
mittee today by officials of the 
Wage-Hour Administration. 

Some committee members said 
the idea of the administration was 
that the proposed ‘exemption 
should not apply to persons mak- 
ing less than $2,400 a year. 

They said Elmer F. Andrews, 
the wage-hour administrator, ex- 
pressed no opinion, but that his le<' 
gal aides outlined the amendment 
as one possible solution of com- 
plaints that the law on working 
hours interfered with the work of 
newspapermen, commercial artists 
and numerous other groups. 

The wage-hour attorneys indi- 
cated, it was reported, that they 
thought $3,000 should be the salary 
level above which the exemption 
would apply, but that a level as 
low as $2,400 would be acceptable. 
Others have suggested exempting 
persons making $1,200 or more.

“ The senate yesterday adopted a 
bill creating a state marketing au- 
thority which will enable the De- 
partment of Agriculture to set up 
@ new farmers’ market in Atlanta. 

Under its provisions, an author- 


ity to be named by Governor Riv- 
ers, will obtain a site for the mar- 
ket and provide for its liquidation 
under a fee system similar to that 


now in use:in Sear markets. 

As the senate was giving its ap- 
proyal to this bill, the house voted 
103 to 2 to enact a bill by Repre- 
sentative Mankin, of Fulton, to 
permit the disposal of a site at 
Murphy avenue and Sylvan road 
originally purchased for a market, 
Property owners have portested 
against the erection of the market 
on the site and the state has de- 
cided to abandon it. 

Under the terms: of the Mankin 
bill the Murphy avenue property 
can be sold for the same price that 
it was purchased, 

The senate also adopted’ a_ bill 
by Senator Millican to permit the 
Fulton commission to levy a 3-mill 
tax for relief purposes. The meas- 
ure now goes to the house for con- 
currence. Senator Paul Lindsay 
joined in supporting the bill 
which was approved 31 to 0.

to consider calling an extraordi- 
nary session of the general as- 
sembly before the regular session 
of the assembly has completed its 
work is obviously premature. I 
consider it the duty of all parties 


concerned to exert every effort to 
avoid the expense of an extraordi- 
nary session of the assembly. 

“In my judgment, a permanent 
financing plan should be enacted 
instead of a temporary financing 
plan. Nevertheless, while I reit- 
erate that it is premature to con- 
sider an extraordinary session at 
this time, and while I reiterate 
that the expense of such a session 
should be avoided, I am glad to 
again emphasize my desire to co- 
operate with the assembly in any 
way possible. 

“One-Way Street.” 

“I have evidenced this desire in 
every way that it can be evi- 
denced; but co-operation is not a 
one-way street. To merit co-opera- 
tion one must give co-operation. 
If the assembly is willing to re- 
ciprocate the co-operation I am 
giving the assembly by enactment 
of a financing plan, even only 
temporary, despite the fact that 
the emergency would only be re- 
lieved and not solved, and if a 
majority of the members of each 
house of the assembly evidences at 
any future date a willingness to 
permanently finance the program, 
I certainly would co-operate by 
calling them together in an ex- 
traordinary session and make it 
possible for them to do so.” 


Representative Lige Corbett, of 
Atkinson, who signed it, said the 
sales tax plan was “a last attempt 
to do something” for schools and 
welfare department. He estimated 
it would raise $5,500,000 durin 
the nine months it is schedule 
to run. 

That period would be from April 
1 to January 1. 

The amendment levies a 2 per 
cent retail sales tax on merchan- 
dise for the specific purpose of 
benefiting teachers and the wel- 
fare department. 

Tax on Utilities. 

It levies also on the services of 
utilities, communications, trans- 
portation facilities, admissions to 
athletic contests except those of 
high school and grammar schools, 
admissions to theaters and other 
amusements. 

The tax is collectible by the 
revenue department which would 
get 5 per cent for administrative 
costs. It would be payable month- 
ly by the dealers and tokens would 
be used. The combined purchases 
at any one trading period would 
determine the amount of tax. It 
would be a misdemeanor for a 
merchant to fail to collect the tax 
and merchants would not be per- 
mitted to advertise that they 
would absorb the tax. 

Specific exemptions include live- 
stock, poultry, tobacco, peanuts, 
naval stores, other farm products 
direct from producer to consumer. 
Also exempted are water, ship 
chandler supplies, bagging and 
ties, cotton, fertilizer, prescription 
medicines, gasoline, cigars, cigar- 
ets, wine, beer and _ alcoholic 
liquors. The bill will not levy on 
credit given for trade-ins of sec- 
ond-hand articles for new articles. 

Governor Rivers told the house, 
“T have publicly stated that there 
could be no question of the emer- 
gency for an extraordinary session 
in the event funds are not provid- 
ed at this session for the schools, 
the old people, the insane, the sick, 
the counties and the other govern- 
mental services. 

“T also have said and now repeat 
that regardless of that emergency, 
unless a majority of the members

Willing to Co-operate. 

“And while I do not consider 
it the best plan to finance the 
program temporarily and then go 
to the expense of an extra session 
to'finance it permanently, I am 
willing to give my co-operation to 
that plan if that is the best that 
a majority of the members of the 
house are willing to do about it. 
Certainly financing the program 
temporarily is better than not fi- 
nancing it at all.

Recreation 
must meet the challenge by teach- 
ing them to play.”

WASHINGTON, March 15.—(P) 
The Florida ship canal, subject of 
a spirited debate before the sen- 
ate commerce committee, won 
support today from the navy. 

Assistant Secretary Charles Edi- 
son, replying to a letter from 
Chairman Mansfield, Democrat, 


Texas, of the house rivers and 
harbors. committee, said the canal 


“would be of definite value dur- 
ing the war.” 

Importance of the $200,000,000 
canal in the national defense has 


been one major point of the long 
controversy, revived early this 
year when = President Roosevelt 
urged the waterway’s completion. 
“It is the opinion of the Navy 
Department,” wrote Edison, “that 
by shortening the distance and 
providing an additional route for 
seagoing vessels between the At- 
lantic ocean and the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, the Atlantic-Gulf ship canal 
would be of definite value during 
war.”

COTTON RELEASE 
PLAN DRAWN UP 


Premium for Loan With- 
drawal, Export Subsidy 
Provided in Proposal. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—(P) 
An Agriculture Department offi- 
cial said tonight that the admin- 
istration expected to announce 
within a few days a proposal to 
make American cotton available to 
foreign buyers at prices competi- 
tive with cotton produced in other 
countries, @ 

Details were said to have been 
virtually agreed upon at a White 
House conference today attended 
by Secretary Wallace, R. M. Evans, 
agricultural adjustment adminis- 
trator, and other department of- 
ficials. 

The proposal, which would re- 


quire no congressional action, 
would have two major provisions: 

Payment of a premium to farm- 
er-borrowers for withdrawing up- 
wards of a million bales of cot- 
ton from storage as collateral for 


government loans; and payment of 
a subsidy to exports which would 
enable them to meet prices of oth- 
er cotton in world markets. 

Funds to finance the program 
were said to be available. 

The official said the first pro- 
vision was necessary because of a 
shortage of cotton in regular mar- 
ket channels. More than 11,250,- 
000 bales are held as security for 
loans. 

The official said the State De- 
partment, while opposed to subsi- 
dization of exports, had agreed 
not to oppose the contemplated 
program because of the “emer- 
gency situation” said to be de- 
veloping in the cotton markets. 

That situation was said to be a 
virtual stoppage of foreign buy- 
ing of American cotton, because

PROGRESS REPORTED 
IN BUSINESS RELIEF 


Senator Harrison Says Elim- 
ination of Some Taxes 


Possible. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—{?) 
Senator Harrison, Democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, reported progress today 
in conversations aimed at lifting 
some of the multiple taxes from 
business without decreasing the 
government’s revenues.. 

After a conference at the White 
House, the senator said it was his 
opinion that if some of the taxes 
now imposed on business were 
eliminated, the increased income 
taxes on corporations that would 
follow would not carry the maxi- 
mum to more than 22 per cent. 
This compares with a _ present 
maximum of 19 per cent. 

This estimate, he emphasized, 
was based on the suggestions from 
some quarters that the capital 
stocks, excess profits and undis- 
tributed profits taxes be aban- 
doned and a flat income tax on 
corporations substituted in their 
stead. 

There is general agreement 
among government officials, Har- 
rison said, that there can be no 
reduction in the gross intake from 
taxes. This position was strength- 
ened by treasury estimates today 
that income tax collections this 
month would fall far short of those 
in March, 1938. 

While treasury officials said 
they would have no definite fig- 
ures for several days, budget ex- 
perts predicted earlier that $425,- 
000,000 would be collected this 
month compared with $723,000,000 
for the same month last year. 

The decrease was attributed to 
the business downturn of 1938, 
when sales and profits dropped 
considerably below 1937.

The mice that got the double pro- 
tection survived while their broth- 
ers were carried off to the labo- 
ratory incinerator. 

“Word of this got out to Gal- 
linger hospital, that ancient and 
dilapidated Washington brick pile 
where the charity cases go. Staff 
doctors decided to translate Bran- 
ham’s animal work to human be- 
ings. 

“A deathly ill youngster came 
first. Two days after a long, wick- 
ed needle had carried serium into 
his spinal cord and a short, stubby 
needle had carried sulfanilamide 
into his bloodstream, he was sit- 
ting up in bed, apparently well. 

“Other men, women and chil- 
dren followed. Dr. Branham’s new 
technique was used on 20 patients. 
Statistics would have sentenced at 
least five of these people to death. 
In actual fact only one died.” 

Who is this woman?—of whom 
Ratcliff also wrote: “You keep 
thinking of her in another setting: 
At the Saturday-night dance of a 
southern country club.” 

As a matter of fact, the heritage 
of Dr. Branham, medical research 
worker of the United States Public 
Health Service, whose skill has 
helped unmask that fright of all 
diseases, meningitis, is southern. 

She was born in Oxford, Ga., 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. June 
Branham. She went to Wesleyan 
College, in Macon, the first char- 
tered woman’s college in the 
world, where her classmates in- 
cluded the two celebrated Soong 
sisters, of China, and Mrs. Dan M. 
Byrd and Mrs. Malcolm Dewey, 
Atlanta friends, whom she visits 
frequently. 

Next, this brilliant woman 
school. 

A chance trip to the west prov- 
ed to be the turning point in the 
career which has led her into one 
of the most responsible positions 
in the research department of 
the United Public Health Service 
at Washington. 

In 1917, she decided to take a 
summer course at the University 
of Colorado. Impressed by the 
keenness of her mind, officials 
there offered her a position. Most 
of the available young men were 
going to war and so for the first 
time laboratories everywhere were 
turning to women to carry on 
their work. 

After both teaching and taking 
a degree at Colorado, she contin- 
ued her medical studies at the 
University of Chicago. There she 
began a seven-year period of re- 
search in an effort to isolate the 
influenza germ, which had caused 
so much havoc. Although she later 
was forced to abandon the task, it 
was her preliminary findings 
which paved the way for the ulti- 
mate success of other scientists. 

The call which took her aavay 
from her work on influenza was 
from the United States Public 
Health Service. That was in 1928. 
A new disease which apparently 
started in the Orient and had just 
appeared in California. War-time 
serums had no effect whatever 
and victims were dying by the 
hundreds. 

In response to a telegram from 
Dr. George McCoy, director of the 
National Institute of Public 
Health, she agreed to try to find 
the new mitrobe which was caus- 
ing the fatal attacks of menin- 
gitis. 

The task was complicated by the 
fact that the disease could be caus- 
ed by any one of a dozen or more 
different types of germs. But she 
began to work in an effort to dis- 
cover a serum which would be ef- 
fective in any kind of case. In so 
doing she collected moré informa- 
tion of the subject than anyone 
else had ever compiled. 

Her success, first with the mice 
and then with human beings, fol- 
lowed. At present Dr. Branham is 
still hard at work in the prim 
limestone building near the banks 
of the historic Potomac, going 
about her tasks with the zeal of a 
crusader. 

Still interested in her alma ma- 
ter, Dr. Branham is an alumnae 
trustee of the institution, and in

Chadwick Says Solution of 
Problems Is Patriotic 
Duty. 


CHICAGO, March 15.—(P)— 
National Commander Stephen F. 
Chadwick, of the American Le- 
gion, said tonight its members 
consider it a patriotic duty to help 
solve unemployment problems. 

In a broadcast address celebrat- 
ing the Legian’s 20th anniversary, 
he declared: 

“We cannot long be boastful of 
the success of our democracy if 
millions of our people are permit- 
ted, over long periods of time, to 
be without gainful employment.” 

He denounced religious and ra- 
cial intolerance as “unworthy of 
the spirit of free men” and urged 
keeping the national defense “each 
year and every day at a peak of 
efficiency.”

Clay Returns 


From South America : 


Reports Friendliness Toward U. S. 


& 
Docking in New Jersey, Atlanta Banker Declares In- 
fluence of Totalitarian Powers Is on the Decline; 
Flies Here Saturday. — 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 
HOBOKEN, N. J., March 15.— 
A feeling of extreme friendliness 
toward President Roosevelt on the 
part of the South American peo- 
ple was the chief impression Ry- 


burn G. Clay, president of the Ful- 
ton National Bank of Atlanta, 
brought back with him this morn- 
ing when he returned from a cruise 
on the liner Statendam. He was 
aecompanied by Mrs. Clay. 

“There is a much warmer feel- 
ing toward the President and the 
American people in South America 
today than was apparent during 
my visit. a year ago,” Mr. Clay 
said. “I attribute the change for 
the most part to the good will 
created by the Lima conference, 
which I regarded as the most suc- 
cessful conference that has ever 
been held, particularly as to com- 
merce.” | 

In Mr. Clay’s opinion the recent 
commercial. and financial agree- 
ments between’ Brazil and the 
United States would result in an 
improved trade not only between 
the two countries but between the 
United States and all other South 
American governments. 

“Business is definitely on the 
upswing in South America,” he 
said, “particularly in Venezuela 
and Curacao. The American dol- 
lar is good for a dollar except in 
Venezuela. There it is worth only 
50 cents as Venezuela is still on 
the gold standard.” 

Mr. Clay said he believed the 
influence of the totalitarian states 
in South America was on the de- 
cline. 

“The trend is against Naztsm 
and Fascism,” he said, “because 
the people are depending more and 
more on the United States for ad- 
vice and assistance. More and 
more the inclination is to buy 
United States goods. The people 
there are beginning to feel they 
can rely on us in an emergency 
and I believe the maneuvers of 
our fleet, which we watched dur- 


ing this trip, was a demonstration 
to South America of what we 
could do should a crisis arise.” 
During the voyage, Mr. and Mrs. 
Clay, who sailed February 25, 
visited Puerto Rico, Trinidad, Bar- 
bados, Laguaira, the Canal Zone, 
Jamaica, Port-au-Spain and Ha- 
vana. They will remain in New 
York until Saturday when they 
will leave by plane for Atlanta.

“ BERCHTESGADEN, Germany, 
March 15.—(#)—Adolf Hitler can 
| above the clouds whenever he 
Wants to. 

He has had constructed for him- 
self an aerie the like of which no 
other living human being can 
boast of. 

A tea house, perched upon a 
mountain top and accessible—ex- 
cept for chamois—only by an ele- 
vator on the inside of the Kehl- 
stein mountain, affords the Fueh- 
rer of Germany an opportunity to 
enjoy absolute solitude in a cloud- 
less sky. 

Here’s the story of one of the 
most ingenious hideaways ever 
constructed: 

Before Adolf Hitler came into 
power in January, 1933, his sum- 
mer home in the Bavarian Alps, 
about five miles above Berchtes- 
gaden, on a slope of the Obersalz- 
berg, gave him the seclusion and 
quiet he craves as an offset to 
noisy “heils,” tramping feet, and 
trumpets’ blare. 

Even then, any trained observer 
could foresee the end of seclusion 
in that spot. The writer recalls 
traveling to the Obersalzberg in 
August, 1932, and finding to his 
surprise that a simple Bavarian 
mountain restaurant about 200 
yards up the road was peopled 
with ardent Nazis who trained 
their spy glasses on the house be- 
low in the hope of catching a 
glimpse of Der Fuehrer. 

No sooner had Hitler become 
chancellor, than the Berghof, as 
the Obersalzberg chalet is called, 
became the Mecca for disciples of 
national socialism, Hitler simply 
had to come out on the veranda 
from time to time to salute the 
masses fringing the roadside. 

Moreover, the “‘Berghof” had to 
be enlarged for visits of statesmen 
and party leaders summoned by 
the chief of state. The solitude of 
the Berchtesgaden retreat was 
gone. 

Above the Clouds. 

Hitler next discovered a little 
tea house some distance away 
from his home. Here he would 
often go in the aftérnoon to relax. 
But this retreat, too, was soon dis- 
coméered, 

Then one of his closest col- 
laborators suggested that the top 
of the Kehlstein would provide 
exactly what fhe Fuehrer wanted 
—a retreat inaccessible to the 
crowd and bathed in sunshine at 
times when the “Berghof”® was 
wrapped in gray clouds. 

The Kehlstein, steep and abrupt, 
defied road building. Only cham- 
ois could climb up its giddy slopes. 
But an engineer with imagination 
found a way to approach the top— 
by elevator. 

This necessitated construction of 
a tunnel 500 feet long into the 
Kehlstein. Shortly after leaving 
the “Berghof,” Hitler and his few 
trusted lieutenants enter this 
closely guarded tunnel. The en- 
trance is protected by two huge 
bronze doors which swing open to 
admit Hitler’s car. 

Seven Minutes Up, 

The elevator rises slowly up a 
Shaft 300 feet high. A man who 
accompanied Crown Prince Mi- 
@hael, of Rumania, on his eleva- 
tor ride to the top found that the 
ascent took exactly seven min- 
utes. 

At the summit, the elevator 
doors open to a marvelous view 
of snow-capped mountains round- 
about, of green meadows far be- 
low, and of Hitler’s “Berghof” 
nestling like a little toy house far, 
far down. 

A simple tea house, built against 
a huge rock, is constructed in the 
same Bavarian peasant style as 
the buildings generally in this 
part of Germany. 

A glass-encased veranda on 
three sides—to the east, south and 
west—allows practically continu- 
ous sunshine until sundown. This 
fact gave rise to the legend that 
Hitler’s aerie was perched on a 
turntable and could be turned to- 
ward the sun wherever he might 


The house consists of three parts 
—a small kitchenette, a lavatory 
and a large living room. 

In this retreat Der Fuehrer at 
last has the perfect solitude that 
he craves for thinking about prob- 
lems of state. 

Few Know About It. 

Only on the rarest occasions js 
any foreigner invited up to this 
perch. The first thus honored was 
the departing French ambassador, 
Andre Francois-Poncet. He click- 
ed well with Hitler. Hence, as a 
mark of spécial honor, the Fuehrer 
took him personally to his re- 
treat on October 18, 1938, for a 
last conference on German-French 
relations. 

The second foreigner was Crown 
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Adolf Hitler is pictured on

Prince Michael. While his father, 
King Carol, was conferring at the 
“Berghoft” with Adolf Hitler on 
November 24, 1938, the young man 
was taken up to the top of the 
Kehlstein for tea. 

So small is the number of those 
who have been on the top that 
even Captain Fritz Wiedemann 
(Hitler’s close associate, who re- 
cently was named consul general 
at San Francisco) confessed he 


had never been on the Kehlstein. 

The general public knows noth- 
ing about the retreat. No publicity 
has been given it. The few pictures 
that have been taken are locked 
up in the secret archives of Hit- 
ler’s personal photographer and 
official cameraman for the Nazi 
movement, Professor Heinrich 
Hoffmann, of Munich.

Jews in Hiding. 

Thousands of Jews and German 
political emigres were in hiding 
because they did not want to be 
seen in public and could not get 
across the frontiers, which were 
closed to traffic going both ways. 

Germany’s absorption of Bo- 
hemia and Moravia was the final 
smashing blow crushing out the 
lifé of the battered World War- 
born republic. Yesterday Slo- 
vakia, under German pressure, 
declared itself independent of 
Prague, and the eastern province, 
autonomous Carptho - Ukraine, 
fell prey’ to invading Hungarian 
army troops. 

Today Slovakia was a German 
vassal, and Carpatho-Ukraine was 
beginning to take orders from 
Hungarian military leaders, who 
acted with Germany’s approval. 

Arrives in Snowstorm. 

Escorted by a motor squadron, 
Hitler made his entry into Prague 
by a road direct from Boehmisch 
Leipa, about 40 miles north of the 
Czech capital. : 

The journey was made in a 
dense snowstorm which continued 
after the Fuehrer had taken up 
his headquarters in ancient Hrad- 
cany castle. 

Hitler was surrounded by a 
large retinue of Nazi leaders. They 
included General Wilhelm Keitel, 
chief of the German high com- 
mand, Quartermaster General 
Heinrich von Stuelpnagel, Foreign 
Minister Joachim von Ribbentrop, 
Police Head Heinrich Himmler 
and others.

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JAPAN’S PREDICAMENT 

The position of Japan in the Far East cannot 
be envied today by any nation. Despite the sur- 
face indications of an advantageous situation, 
the Nipponese face a crucial year in which their 
determination toward an Asiatic hegemony will 
be strained to the utmost. 

Even though the government has adopted 
the bellicose attitude in the fisheries dispute 
with Russia, underlying conditions would point 
to a desperate condition both internally and ex- 
ternally. This, however, cannot be taken as 
indication of a more reasonable attitude, since 
it has been demonstrated in several other sec- 
tions of the world that a military adventure 
feeds on its own carrion for indefinite period. 

In China, the Japanese have been able to 
consolidate the main lines of conquest in the 
north to a point where the nominal control of 
territory is assured. Guerilla warfare is, how- 
ever, taking a terrible toll, one which cannot be 
fully estimated. Unbiased observers report long 
travels through the ostensibly conquered sec- 
tions with irregular Chinese troops and the 
military authorities have admitted excursions 
of these forces almost to the gates of Shanghai. 
Actually it appears the Japanese hold the rail 
lines, the main highways and large cities, but 
beyond this have only a negligible authority. 

The recent effort to impose Japanese con- 
trolled currency in the conquered provinces ap- 
parently has not made much headway. Official 
Chinese currency has been sold on the ex- 
changes at a point near that of several weeks 
ago when the desired change was announced. 
Considerable support for the Chinese money has 
been and will be accorded by the western pow- 
ers in spite of the anger of the Japanese, 

In South China, official Japanese reports in- 
dicate a stalemate confronting the troops. On 
several occasions recently navy planes have 
been forced to bomb towns within 50 miles of 
Canton. The inference here is that the supply 
route from French Indo-China remains open 
and relatively safe despite the extensive effort 
made to sever it. The only line cut off by the 
capture of Canton has been the Hongkong 
route, which is itself nullified by the Indo- 
China source and the new military road through 
from British Burma and still another from 
Soviet Russia. This last has been under heavy 
air attack for weeks, but the Burma route is 
relatively secure from serious damage. 

In the face of this stalemate on several 
Chinese fronts, Shanghai and other sources re- 
port that the main body of trained soldiers has 
been transferred northward to Manchoukou in 
preparation for trouble from Russian Siberia. 
All that can be expected then in China is a 
holding of present positions. 

In the fisheries dispute with Russia, Japan 
outwardly holds the upper hand, since the Nip- 
ponese navy controls the western Pacific as does 
the United States navy the eastern Pacific. 
But there are many counterbalancing factors, 
not the least of which is the air strength of 
Russia_in the Vladivostok area and the unde- 
termined number of submarines at the 
strong naval base there. The waters under 
question are admirably adapted for submarine 
warfare, and the Soviets have been assembling 
vast numbers of small craft at Vladivostok for 
many years. This base is only 650 air miles 
from Tokyo, a vulnerable city. 

It is probable that Japan can proceed along 
the present path for some few years. If Russia 
is added to the scales, however, it is difficult to 
see how the island empire can long withstand 
the weight of arms.

NO REDUCTION? 

In talking with newspapermen on the sub- 
ject of administration plans to encourage priv- 
ate business, President Roosevelt is reported, by 
the Associated Press, as having “emphasized 
that he was determined that existing revenues 
should not be reduced by any revision of cor- 
poration taxes.” 

If this interpretation of the President’s 
words is correct, and if the statement means 
what, on the surface, it indicates, it is difficult 
to see wherein there will be any help for busi- 
ness by the government “appeasement” pro- 
gram, at least in so far as taxes are concerned. 

For, if there is to be no reduction, all the 
readjustments and changes of method in the 
world will have little effect. It matters not out 
of which pocket, or by what means, a man’s 
money is taken. It is the amount, in proportion 
to his total property, that interests the busi- 
nessman. 

The same authority reports that the admin- 
istration is studying a plan to combine five 
forms of business taxation into one levy. These 
are understood to be income, excess profits, un- 
distributed profits, capital stock and social se- 
curity taxes. Just how this can be accomplished 
is not clear. If it can it might effect a saving 
for many businesses by reducing the bookkeep- 
ing and questionaire-filling and report-filing 
requirements. But that would be all. 

It is doubtful if any scheme of taxation, at 
least within recent times, has been more illog- 
ically based than the undistributed profits tax. 
It has been one of the principal contributing 
factors to that failure of private industry to ex- 
pand, which is a large cause of the continuation 
of unemployment and depression problems in 
this nation. 

It is a tax which has estopped the industrial- 
ist from accumulating the funds he must have 
for expansion. It has penalized the man who 
would, in wisdom, accumulate a reserve to tide 
his enterprise over an economic rainy day. It 
has penalized business thrift and shackled busi- 
ness initiative. 

If nothing else is done, the undistributed 
profits tax should be entirely eliminated. Even 
though it involves reduced government reve- 
nues, the comparatively small loss would, even- 
tually, bemany times offset by the resultant in- 
crease in national income and the consequently 
enlarged base for all other tax levies. 


THE RELIEF MYSTERY 

Factions are forming rapidly, in congress, 
for a show-down fight on the.issue of further, 
or increased, appropriations for federal relief, 
through the Works Progress Administration. 

President Roosevelt has reiterated his insist- 
ance on an additional appropriation of $150,- 
000,000—exactly the amount by which the 
original request was reduced—and congressmen 
who are insistent upon curtailment of govern- 
ment spending are girding for a final fight on 
the problem. 

The President, in his latest appeal, declares 
that 5,000,000 people will face starvation, 
through loss of WPA jobs, if the requested $150,- 
000,000 is not forthcoming. Inasmuch as this 
works out to an average of $30 per person, it 
does not appear that it could, by the wildest 
imagination, be construed as contributory to 
any permanent solution. 

There is strong sentiment in congress for a 
complete factual investigation of unemploy- 
ment and relief. A senate committee, headed 
by Senator Byrnes, of South Carolina, has al- 
ready made a report which covers much of this 
ground. It would only be necessary to take this

report, extend its survey where needed, and 
secure all the information necessary. 

That the government cannot continue its 
program of spending indefinitely without ul- 
timately bringing about national bankruptcy is 
such simple logic none save fanatic theorists 
can fail to see it. It is undeniable that all the 
schemes yet tried have failed completely in de- 
velopment of any permanent solution of the 
unemployment problem. Federal expenditures 
have tended to increase, although private em- 
ployment gains are statistically evidenced. Each 
year the national debt has grown by leaps and 
bounds. If the present method of approach to 
the question is continued, there is no end in 
Sight to the steady march toward a bankrupt 
nation. 

Basically the whole situation reverts back to 
the chief failure of the system of private capital 
as it has operated in the United States. The 
System has, until recent years, succeeded be- 
yond dreams in production of wealth, but it has 
fallen down in the parallel necessity of distri- 
bution of that wealth after it is created. 

The advance of technocracy has left many 
workers, supplanted by machines, bereft of a 
market for their labor, as a means of susten- 
ance, Until the wealth of the nation, in created 
things as well as in natural resources, is more 
equitably distributed, the problem of unemploy- 
ment will be with us. 

Strictest possible economy, based upon re» 
liable factual knowledge of the genuine human 
need, appears to be the only road open, until 
such time as the national economy can readjust 
itself to the changes wrought by the advent of 
the machine and until better means of distribu- 
tion can bring about a true, working democracy 
of economics as well as a perfected political 
democracy.

FOREIGN POLICY SPONSORS WASHINGTON, March 15. 
Except that they are both 


rich men and cherished cronies of the President, William Christian 
Bullitt and Henry Morgenthau Jr. are as unlike as they. can be. 
The ambassador to France is brilliant, daring, impassioned and-a 
citizen of the great world. The secretary of the Treasury is slow, 
but rather sure, deathly persistent and a citizen of Fishkill, N. Y. 
Yet the odd pair are the chief sponsors of the President’s No. 1 and 
No, 2 foreign policies. 

An investigation of their thinking is distinctly timely, for both 
policies will soon come before congress for consideration. The No. 1, 
or Bullitt policy, of support for the European democracies, is rep- 
resented by the proposed amendments to the neutrality act, abol- 
ishing the arms embargo. The No. 2, or Morgenthau policy, of 
using our surplus cash to strengthen our position in the world, is 
embodied in the newly concluded Brazilian agreement, with its 
$50,000,000 loan and its $19,000,000 of export credits. 

A clear distinction should be made, however, between No. 1 
and No. 2. Through the French airplane incident, Morgenthau has 
been represented as an instigator of No. 1. He undoubtedly ap- 
proves it, but the responsibility is really Bullitt’s. Similarly, Bul- 
litt undoubtedly approves No. 2, but the responsibility is really 
Morgenthau’s. 


POLICY NO. 2 It may seem singular that the State Department 

should be omitted when credit for the Presi- 
dent’s foreign policy is being distributed. But the truth is that the 
department actually opposed it at the start. 

As has been noted here already, Morgenthau first conceived the 
use of American cash as a weapon of foreign policy about two years 
ago, when the Far Eastern situation was becoming acute. His ob- 
ject was to increase American exports, and he regarded China as a 
great potential export market. At the same time, he pointed out 
that, with a strong China, closely tied to the United States, Japan 
would cease to be a menace to this country. Therefore, he began 
to urge the President to let the Chinese have American credits. In 
his agreement to purchase Chinese silver, he made his first step. 
Then the anguished objections of the department prevented any fur- 
ther moves until last December, when the $25,000,000 Chinese loan 
was arranged. 

At the same time, the Morgenthau policy’s usefulness in South 
America was obvious enough. There it chimed in well with Under- 
secretary of State Sumner Welles’ desire to block the commercial 
aggression of Germany. Accordingly, Morgenthau was permitted to 
announce some time ago the credits for South American nations 
were being studied. The Brazilian agreement, being sensible, ad- 
vantageous to both countries, and founded on mutual concessions, 
proves that the studies were pursued to good effect. On it, of course, 
the State Department was in accord with the Treasury. Indeed, 
there are many signs that the department is not completely con- 
verted to policy No. 2, for which Morgenthau has supplied a busi- 
nesslike motto: 

“It’s cheaper to make a loan than build a battleship.” 


: The Bullitt policy, of course, is even more the 
POLICY NO. 1 President’s than it is his friend’s, and, since they 
are both spectacular fellows, it tends to be a rather spectacular 
policy. At its most dramatic, when it takes the form of stirring 
presidential pronouncements for the democracies and against the 
dictatorships, it too has disturbed some of the State Department’s 
cautious spirits. 

It may be called the “Bullitt policy” because of Bullitt’s pe- 
culiar position vis-a-vis the President. The President turns natu- 
rally to Bullitt for advice. Bullitt is one of the six or eight men 
in Europe with really complete knowledge of all the factors of the 
world situation. He gathers and passes on to the President more 
inside information than almost all other American diplomats put 
together. The resources of the French government are wholly at 
his disposal, and Premier Daladier confides in him as fully as his 
predecessor, Blum, used todo. And then Bullitt and the President 
are temperamental affinities, approaching most problems from the 
same angle. 

Bullitt is a romantic, to be sure, and the confidential letters and 
telephone calls which he exchanges with his chief may tend to 
exaggerate the drama of the President’s methods. But the Bullitt 
policy is also a businesslike policy. Its object is to prevent, not 
start war, by giving such support to the European democracies that 
the aggressor nations will not dare to attack. The Bullitt policy, 
like the Morgenthau policy, has been much denounced of late. But 
there’s still a lot to be said for strengthening ourselves and strength-

poisoning is to live under glass in 
a hospital from the cradle to the 
grave. 


One warning in this alarming 
work had to do with a famous 
brand of tooth paste. This paste, 
it was said, contained poison, and 
during the war a German officer 
committed suicide by consuming a 
tube of it. This caused me to 
shudder, because it happens that 
I use this very tooth paste, but 
after a time I pulled myself to- 
gether, reflecting that, after all, I 
have no intention of spreading it 
on my bread, and :f 20 years’ use 
of this paste in the prescribed 
manner has not been fatal the dan- 
ger is nothing to worry about. 

The same feeling of calm cour- 
age possessed me after reading of 
the foul treachery of the man who 
sold adulterated ginger extract, 
causing a plague of paralysis, 
known as jake-leg, in Kansas. 
Not even during prohibition, which 
was when this evil deed was done, 
did I use ginger extract for bev- 
erage purposes, and there was no 
assertion that a minute quantity, 
which is all that anyone would 
normally consume at once, would 
cause inconvenience,

hibition not only. the bootleg- 
ger but the United States gov- 
ernment itself poisoned the 
scoff-laws, and that many of us 
consumed hootch which. we had 
reason to believe was dangerously 
impure. Probably that experience 
has increased our resistance to 
warning outcries, for survivors of 
the long rebellion must feel that 
they were not born to die of 
poison. 

The same work reports in a tone 
of startled indignation that the 
bright red hamburger which peo- 
ple buy at many roadside gas-and- 
lunch stations is artificially col- 
ored with a substance which wars 
against health and often is over- 
ripe. That, however, is not news, 
and wasn’t news even when the 
book was published. 

People have been knowing all 
this for years and years, and yet 
the hamburger curve in this coun- 
try continues to rise like a high 
foul, and the health services have 
yet to report a fatal epidemic of 
hamburger poisoning. I have 
known individuals to feel uneasy 
at baseball and football games 
after eating one or more ham- 
burgers on the way up, but even 
though they were made of painted 
meat which was. not fresh, the 
hamburgers, of themselves, could 
not have been convicted. The 
naked rye, Scotch or gin which the 
victims consumed out of the bottle 
must have been named co-de- 
fendant. Even so, I never knew 
of anyone dying of this trouble. 
Some few passed out, but popular 
opinion had it that they were 
plastered, and any plea that they 
were overcome by hamburgers 
would have been derided. 


Deaths People in the circle 
of my acquaintance 
No Known ue in discreet quan- 
tities practically all the well- 
known brands of tooth paste, shav- 
ing soap, rouge, powder, breakfast 
food, canned stuff, ham and flour, 
and although at my age, one learns 
to except occasional gaps in the 
ranks, no friend’s death has been 
certified as due to such use. 

They are, in the main, high- 
strung, high-tension people, and 
the wear and tear is such, so the 
doctors say, that the years after 
40 are dangerous years and, in 
some cases, borrowed time. Those 
who have dropped out were vic- 
tims of heart trouble, operations 
and other normal causes, even 
after prohibition, during which 
most of them did their bit for 
repeal. 

I am not surprised to learn that 
some patent preparations cost 
much less to produce than the 
customer pays for them, nor does 
this news arouse resentment. In 
the zone between the actual cost 
of ingredients and mixing and the 
purchase over the counter many 
citizens ‘take each @ little toll in 
the way of wages or dividends on 
their invested savings so that they 
in turn may buy the services or 
the goods of those who pay the 
marked-up price for patent wares. 

This being undoubtedly so, it is 
plain that if the distributors, mid- 
dle-men and _ investors were 
squeezed out of the play and the 
goods sold direct, with only a 
small profit to the maker, the un- 
employment and relief problems 
would be unmanageable. Many of 
those who are consumers at the 
so-called high prices today would 
not be in the market as consumers 
at all. 

It boils down to the fact that 
under our system many of us 
merely go through more or less 
laborious but unnecessary motions 
to justify our existence. 

As for the poison in the tooth 
paste, if we just bear in mind that 
tooth paste isn’t jam, everything 
should be O. K.

And many a good fox 
hound runs himself out on a long race. 


A FUNDAMENTAL WEAKNESS All this campaigning for a 
1940 office is of interest. 
There remains the speculation of whether Mr. Hugh Howell and 
Mr. Talmadge will off-set one another and permit some other choice 
to slip in as governor. Mr. Talmadge will talk of Texas and 
Preacher Norris and his new steers and his boots. But not of the 
race. Nevertheless, his forces will do enough talking. They do not 
believe Mr. Hugh Howell can split the Talmadge forces. Mr. 
Howell thinks he can and that in addition he will get all the others. 
Meanwhile, there is another quiet campaign going on to find the 
man who might have a chance to slip in, if, and when, there is any 
political throat-cutting between the Messrs. Talmadge and Howell. 
All this has disturbed the legislature. And it indicates a funda- 
mental weakness in the Georgia set-up. A governor is no sooner 
elected in Georgia than he must begin to campaign for re-election. 
If he is re-elected he almost immediately loses all his influence be- 
cause he cannot run again and “the boys” begin to look around on 
their own account. They want to run or they want to know to 
which star to hitch their political wagon. 
__ The threads of the 1940 governor’s race have tied up much leg- 
islation in the present session of the legislature. The cross-currents 
of political ambitions have interfered with the business of the state. 
__ The rival factions in the legislature have had as their first con- 
sideration, the furthering of their political leaders and their interests. 
The people have suffered. Factional politics cannot work out any 
solution of the problem. 
The job was for the schools, the sick and the old and for govern- 
ment generally. And not for the 1940 campaign.

Many people in the east think California’s Redwoods and Big 
Three identical, but they are alike only in grandeur. The Red-« 
woods, found nearer the coast, grow much taller in proportion tc 
their diameter. They are the trees that provide the beautiful and 
everlasting lumber. The Big Trees (Sequoia gigantea) are the old~ 
est and largest living things in the world. When you see a pic. 
ture of a stagecoacn driving through the hollow base of a forest 
monarch, it is one of the Big Trees. These are too brittle to make 
good lumber. In fact, the finest remaining grove of them was cut 
down a few years ago and dynamited into splinters to make grape- 
vine stakes. 

A similar fate will soon befall the largest of all stands of Big 
Trees unless this session of congress authorizes purchase of the 
land for a wilderness park. It was offered to the government for 
$350,000 less than 10 years ago, but there appeared no urgent rea-~ 
son for haste.and no action was taken. 

Now it.is necessary to work fast, for the owners are unable to 
keep up the taxes or pay those in arrears, and must deliver the 
timber to lumbermen if they don’t sell the land. 

There is no fight in prospect this time. The owners wish 
sell; lumber interests have nothing to lose; the Department of Ag- 
riculture and Department of the Interior favor it; the nation. would 
gain another national park, and California would have another 
asset preserved forever to attract visitors. 

Every citizen, native or naturalized, rich or poor, has an equal 
share in all public property. It is yours in exactly the same sense 
that shares in a corporation are yours when you buy its stock. And 
this proposed park would add a Paradise to your holdings. 

The region includes Redwood Mountain, Redwood Canyon and 
Kings River Canyon. Three-fourths of the trees on the Redwood 
Mountain slopes are Sequoias—many 20 feet in diameter, one 32 
feet. One is 20 feet in diameter 160 feet above the ground. There 
are valley floors crossed by crystal streams, carpeted by Alpine 
flowers. There are sheer cliffs of 5,000 feet, peaks that rise to a 
height of 14,000. John Muir and the editor of the Geographic 
agree that no other region on earth combines so muth of beauty, 
grandeur and magnificence.

Legal proceedings to settle the 
three - and - a-half-year litigation 
over the two million-dollar estate 
of the late Mrs. Julia Murphy 
Hungerford were begun yesterday 
and are expected to be concluded 
today in the chancery court of 
Wilmington, Del. Chancellor W. W. 
Harrington is presiding. 


Mrs. Hungerford died here in 


|November, 1935, and left the bulk 
\of her property to her mother, 
Mrs. John E. Murphy, and her 
\sister, Mrs. Julian Riley. To her 
husband, Robert Hungerford, she 


willed $5,000 and some pieces of 


jewelry. 


At the time of her death the 


-estate, mostly in stock of the Coca- 
‘Cola Company and the Coca-Cola 


International Corporation, was 
valued at $1,083,000. Since then 
its value has doubled. 

Her will was admitted to pro- 
bate in the ardinary’s court of 
Fulton county, on the grounds that 
she was a resident of Georgia. Her 
husband’s contention that she was 
a resident of New York, and the 
will should be probated there, was 
denied by both the Fulton superior 
court and the state supreme court. 

Hungerford then filed proceed- 
ings in the surrogate’s court of 
New York county, tying up the 
estate, and asking for the appoint- 
ment of an administrator, claiming 
that, as his wife was a resident of 
that state, he was under the law 
entitled to half the estate, or ap- 


proximately $1,000,000, instead of 
the $5,000 bequeathed him. 

The surrogate’s court found in 
his favor, and appointed the New 
York Trust Company as adminis- 
trator. An attempt by the New 
York Tax Commission to have the 
will probated there, however, was 
blocked by an injunction granted 
the executors, Dr. Julian Riley and 
Hughes Spalding, in the United 
States court for the southern dis- 
trict of Georgia. 

The New York Trust Company 
then filed papers in the Delaware 
courts to force the Coca-Cola In- 
ternational Corporation to pay 
them dividends,’ due the estate, 
that had accumulated during the 
litigation. The Atlanta executors 
countered with a plea that the div- 
idends should be paid them.

Mrs. Hungerford was the daugh- 
ter of the late John E. Murphy, 
Atlanta capitalist. She was first 
married to Conkey Whitehead, 
millionaire Coca-Cola bottler, and 
the pink-walled . estate that he 
built for her on Pace’s Ferry road 
is one of the properties in litiga- 
tion.

Warns. 


TOKYO, March 15.—(4)—Japan 
today gave fresh indications that 
her long dispute with Soviet Rus- 
sia over Siberian fisheries might 
cause trouble and held Russia ful- 
ly responsible for whatever might 
occur. 

The Japanese navy prepared to 
give 20,000 Japanese fishermen 
the protection of warships when 
they make their annual voyage to 
the Kamchatka fishing grounds 
next month. 

It was reported that some naval 
vessels had moved to Korean 
bases in anticipation of possible 


Russian efforts to block the fishing 
fleet. 

A foreign office statement dis- 
closed that Japanese ambassador 
Shigenori Togo was given a flat 
refusal when he made a last-min- 
ute appeal to Maxim Litvinoff, 
Soviet commissar of foreign af- 
fairs, to postpone auctions of 
Kamchatka peninsula fishing lots 
where fishing rights had been 
given under treaty by Russia to 
Japanese for decades until this 


year. 

Togo declared that Japan would 
not respect results of the auctions, 
scheduled for today in Vladivos- 
tok, and “‘might be constrained to 
act in self-defense.” ; 

Tokyo newspapers cevorted that 
the auctions were conducted— 
meaning to Japanese that the val- 
uable fishing grounds had passed 
into Russian hands. 

Foreign office spokesmen said, 
however, that further attempts 
would be made to settle the long- 
standing quarrel through diplo- 
matic channels. 

A foreign office statement said 
that Japan placed full responsi- 
bility on Russia for whatever may 
result and that Togo had inform- 
ed Litvinoff of the “stiff opinion 
sweeping Japan” because of the 
dispute.

Individuals in the 75 per cent 
class readily pass ordinary medi- 


cal examination such as life in- 
surance examinations, since such 
an examination reveals no mani- 
fest sign of disease. But they. can- 
not pass a health examination 
proper, for that includes precise 
measurement of functional effic- 
iency which inevitably reveals 
weaknesses that get by the ordi- 
nary physical or medical examina- 
tion. 

The customary fee for an ordi- 
nary life insurance medical ex- 
amination is $10. It is worth $10 
to have a doctor‘s opinion or as- 
surance that one has no sign of 
tuberculosis, cancer, Bright’s dis- 
east, hernia, ateriosclerosis, heart 
disease, etc. at present. An arbi- 
trary fee for a health examination 
cannot be stated because it would 
depend on what particular tests, 
clinical and laboratory, might be 
required in the individual case. 
For example a young man con- 
templating marriage or a married 
man might wish to know definite- 
ly whether he is fertile. A man or 
woman who has been overweight 
for 10 years ought to have a test of 
carbohyrate tolerance to see 
whether he or she is drifting to- 
ward diabetes. A student pilot 
should know whether his heart has 
sufficient reserve power to func- 
tion adequately at great altitude. 
For prophylaxis persons engaged 
in certain occupations should know 
whether their blood contains more 
than the trace of carbon monoxide 
present in nearly every one’s blood 
today; or whether they are ex- 
creting through the kidneys more 
than the normal trace of arsenic 
daily. Obviously only a charlatan 
offering a “complete” examination 
as a bait to attract credulous cus- 
tomers sets a definite fee in ad- 
vance. Intelligent folk know they 
can trust the physician of good
